Tut intervention of niore immediately 
stirring questions seems to have prevented 
any very full discussion in the home papers 


ofthe renewed treaty between Great Britain. 


and Japan. At tho time. of its publie 
announcoment, a general approval of the 
-meagure was expressed, but very - little 
critical comment was forthcoming, and 
there was a general tendency to take very 
much for granted that ihe measure was 
one which in all likelibood proved advanta. 
yeous, and that the decision of the respon: 
sible authorities at the Foreign Office 
‘night be, accepte d ns correct without going 
very minutely into the pro and cons of the 
subject. It is not surprising that. this ready 
acceptance of a measure of far reaching 
importance should. have. appeared to some 
' yeflecting persons open to question; and 
one writer in an article which appeared in 
tho Contemporary ovcrthe signature of “Pro 
“Paris” raised a warning voice aguinst 
what appeared to hin to be a too ready 


acquiescence in a step vhich- might be | 


fraught with very serious conse quences, 

The writer in question-sees in the Treaty 
with Japan a distinc! evidence of the 
Aceadence of Great Britrin:’ We hava 
heard so much of the decadence of the 
Empire that few people are inclined to 
aftuch very much importance to this cry. 
At the-aume time it must ke admitted that 
some plausible reasons are ect forth, and 
amongut them’ is the idea that thie deca- 
dence ‘kns undoubtedly bee reached when 


Great Britain hos to admit that soe looks ' 
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to the assistance of another mation ‘in the 
event of cortain contingencies. arising, This, 
however, does not imply that sho is abso- 
lutely dependent upon such aid, and the 
writer also ignores the cireams tances which 
have quite naturally led up to such a 
junction of interests between Japan and 
Great Britain as plainly suggested commos 
action if necessary for their maintenance, 
A combination of this kind is indeed the 
logical outeonie of the poliey pursued by 


4 Russia, and more or less backed up by 


some other Powers, for yéars past, and 
which culmitated in’ the recent war with 
Japan, No one can’ doubt that the design 
of Russia was to cripple British influence 
and power in ‘Asia generally, beginning 
with obtaining a atr ong position in the Far 
East by putling down Japanose opposition 
and then concentrating her energies in the 
direction of- India,. Had Ruasia succeeded 
in humiliating Japan, she would havo paine:? 
the first step towarda this end. She would 
have been able to force Japan to acquiesce 
in her oggressive measures in the direction 
of China, and by this means‘ would have: 
inflicted o Insting blow on British influence 
in these parts, Thia would, of cdurso, be her 
opportunity of interference in India. The. 
interests of Japan and ‘England were thus 
made one by the openly avowed policy of 
A common cpponent, and that these two 
nationg should combine to ‘protect their 
interests by a treaty for mutual support 
was the natural outcome of this state of 
affairs. It might be said that the result of 
the recent war put an oud to this position, 
and that a renewal o£ the Treaty was there- 
foro unnecessary, or that at least it was not 
desirable that tho treaty should be extended, 
to one for general mutual protection, and 


. providing for the co-oporation of Japan, if 


necessary, should India be tliveatened. But 
those acquainted with the persistency of

Englund and Japan were absolutely at an 


end, the agreement which has now ‘been 


vaade wight be considered as superfluous, | 


and as one involving needless responsibility, 
but that time has not arrived. Certainly 
there waa no sign of it when the treaty wan 
renewod and when the internal affairs of 
Russia wore by no. means ao critical as 
they -have- subsequently appeared. An 
alliance for mutual protection was there- 
fore the only safe course’ to adopt ; and it 
is absurd to argue that such-nn agreement 
should be entirely one sided—that is, tha, 
England should be bound to assist Japan 
should ‘the latter be threatened, aud no 
corresponding obligatio.. be upon Jupan to 
assist us, should danger appear in our 
direction—that is, the direction of India. As 
to this being a sign of decadence, the same 
inixht, be said with regard to any alliance 
or defensive treaty between any Powers 
whitever, with regard, for example, to the 
understandings between Geruuny or France 
with Russia. No one would argue that 
these understandings were a sign of deca: 
deuce on the part’ of either of these. two 
natiovg. Why, therefore, should a similar 
understanding between Englund and Japan 
he so regarded? The writer of the. article 
in the Contemporary gives his reasons for 
so doing very frankly. He saye it is 
doubtful “whether England will profit 
commercially by the alliance;" and ‘that 
“the trade plums will really fall to Japan 
and America,” and he goes on to say: 
“ But we are'to get our quid pro quo, for 
Japan is to help us to fight our battles 
for India. That arrangement is a pitiable 
object lesson for our 300 millions of India, 
fellow subjects, not to speak ‘of the-rest of 
humanity.

COMMISSIONER AT YOKOHAMA. 


The Yokohama papors nnnounce tho death of 
His Excellency Wong Kui-kah, Chinese Trade 
Commissionor at that'port. The deceased was 
oducated in New York together with Mr. 
Wn Chung-yen, now: Consul-Goneral in 
Yokohama. After he returned home, he 
“devoted © himself to encouraging foreign 
education and-)e paid close: attention to 
developing forzign trade. He was also an 
earnest reformer, At the St. Louia Fair ho 
wne . Vico-President -of the Chinese Com. 
missioners. After the close of the Fair, he 
removed from Amorica to Yokohama with the 
view of starting in business, Here le was 
appoiuted by his government an Imperial 

rade Commissioner. His death was tho rasult 
of au accident, On the morning of Jan. 24th, 
Chinese now yaar eve, he went into a batb-room 
where a brazier with red charcoal was placod, 
The fumes of the -buyning charcoal caused bim 
to fall to'the floor and incidontally he over- 
turned a kettle of boiling-water, by which he: 
was severely scalded, He was at once removed 
to the General Hospital, but pussed away oo 
the following morning from shock “to the 
aystom, He is survived by a wife ond four 
children, namely two soos and two daughters, 
The deceased was forty-two years old, 

The funcral, tho Japan Mail anys, took place 
on Fob, 14th. ILE. Mr, Yang Shu, Chinese 
Miniator, Mr. Wu Chung-yen, Chinese Consul- 
General, and their staffs, Mr. T.Sing Jang and

A NEW RELIGION. 


The Seoul Press, publishes an interview with 
Mr. 80n-Pynng-Hei, the chiof propagator of 
the Chun-Do-Kyo, whose advent in the city 
hes of Inte altracted so much aoflention; and 
abont whom’ various rumours have been 
circulated. In the course of conversation Mr. 
Son-Pyuug-Hei gave osketch of his views and 
beliefs, the summary of which is nx follows :— 

Onur roligion, the Chun-Do-A‘ys, or boliefin 
Providence as the Chineso ‘charactor itself 
aignifies, incnicates in its followers a trust in 


the forces of Nature or Providence, but doos- 


not concentrate ita belief on suy one object of 
faith like the God of Christianity or, of 
other fuitha. Our object is to investigate the 
groat natural laws of absolute truth, namely 
Providouce, and as such to: have implicit faith 
in it, Our roligion somewhat rosombles that of 
the Tenri-Ayo, a now belie€ provalent {a Japan 
and following in some points tho teaching of 
Confucius, “According to our. doctrine, men 
wore born in obedience to the Providence which 
rules each one’s destiny, and throughout the 


whole of their lives they can never. ba sapsrated | 


from it. 

“T may say that, as a whole our faith is based 
chiefly on the tenets of Baddha, Confucius and 
Sennin, the last named being an imaginary 
boing who is supposed to possess mystio powers, 

The Chun-Do-A’yo wos founded forly-soven 
yeara ago, at a time when the Coraan Gorern- 
ment was endeavoring to sweep. away 
Christianity from this couutry ond inflicting 
terrible persecution: upon all — profossing 
Christians both native and foreign. hristian- 
ily. at that lime was called by Coreans, the 
““Wertorn Science” or Sye Hak ” ag coming 
from the West, aud the Chun-Do-Xyo recoived 


at that time the popular name of “ Bastern’ |! 


Science”, or “'I'ong Hak,” for the common 
people were not able to distinguish between 
science, religion or politics. : 

“The Chun-Do- Ayo made great progress for a 
fime, and its numbers largely increayed, but 
uofortunately thera wora amongst us men who 
had not enrolled themselves from any religious 
taotives, but only for self-aggrandisement, and 
other secular purposes; these-men, under the 
cloak of the (hu-Do-Kyo, committed many 
unlawful acts in various districts, thus being a 
great drawback and hindrance to the trne 
members, and in’ consequence the Gorornment 
and populace, acting in the belief that these 
oviledours were a samplo of the whole, strongly 
condemned the Chun-Do-Ki 
‘eution was the lot of our followors, resulting in 
tho death of more Wan 100,000 persons, In 
retaliation, our men resisted the policy of the 
Government, and in 1393 the rebsllion of the 
well-known Toug-Hak Tang or Eastera Scienc» 
Party led to the Japau-China war, which robbed 
us of dearly 2%),0.) of our members. 

From this it will be seen that we havo passed 
through many vicissitudes. and difficulties, but 
in spite of all wo have increased and flourished 
ao that we now number five millions of followers 
throughout the country, Besides, we ure now 
able to enjoy freedom of religions action, nnder 
the beneficient protection and inflnenca of 
Jopan, : ; 

Ve aro compiling a Book of Tenots, and 
intend to publisli a journal to propogate our 
doctrine as koon a8 we can obtain the necessary 
plant from Japan! _¢ 

We are supposed, hy many, to be a secret, 
politioal party; but that is a false impression ; 
our Chun-Do-A’yo is purely religions and 
contains no political elements. ~ 

Wo are furthor said to be acting in conjunc- 
with tho J!-Chin-Hoi. Whilo ‘it ‘is true that, 
mapy mombors of that party . privately adhore 
toour doctrine, there is no organic connection 
between them as a party and us asa religious 
body. Hence our relationsare purely religious 
and not political. The supposition arose at first, 
I imogine, becausa the political olomonts 
separated from us,and a large number of thoso 
took partin the orga nization of Il-Chin-Hoi

PASSENGER TRAFFIC TO,NEW 
. ‘ YORK. . : 


The return of passengers landed at New York 
by Atlantic Hners during the past. year 
establishes, according to Exgineering, several 
important records. . The total numbers of both 
cabin and steerage passengers are the largest in 
any year, and tho average number per linor is 
greater than in auy previous pried. In thia 
latter respect there has been o very steady 
development. Ten years ago 400 or 500 was 
about the number per ship, but uow we are 
approaching 1,000, the figure for 1905 being 
961. This compares with 760 in the preceding 
your; 830 in 1903; 773 in 1902 ; and 639 in 1901. 
‘Up to the beginning of the century no company 
could olaim the credit of taking 1,06) passengers 
in.each of their steamers. In 1901, however, 
the North-German Lloyd stepped into this 
position with am average of 1,130. In 1902 
they, were joined by the Hamburg- American 
Line, and in 1903 there were seven lines with 
an average in ercesa of 1,000.

FLOATING ICE IN THE GULF OF 
a PECHIGL : 


The C. N, 3. Liangchow, reaching Shanghai 
from Chinwangtao a weok ago, reported ice 
extending for 41 miles to the south of Chin- 
wangtao and contiauous rain and foggy weather 
approaching the Yangteze. 

The C.N.8, Shenghking, from Chinwangtao, 
reported :—DLarge quantities of field: ice ex. 
tending. thirty miles from Chinwangtao, being 
broken with spaces four to five cables between, 
the remainder being og on the passage to tho 
port previously. ‘lhe ico has drifted about fire 
miles to the seaward and seoms: to be thawing 
quickly. When wo left there was the steamer 
Peiping disabled (brokon shaft), being frozon 
in the ice. They had lifo-lines stratched from 
the ship to the shore and you could seo the 
erew going backwards and forwards to the 
sbip all day; there was oleo the. C. N. 8, 
Shuntien, with part cargo. Wo left Chefoo 
on Feb. 19th. 

The C.N.8. Kanchou,also from Chinwangtno, 
reported :—-Left Shanghai on Feb. §th and on 
the 13th left Chefoo for Chinwangtso in a very 
heavy enowstorm. When 150 miles from Chefoo 
entered into a field of iogand heavy snow. The 
ship was stopped on several ocoasiona oning to 
the thickness of the ios, it’baing in several placas 
from. 15 10 18 inches thick. In many places, 
also, the broken ica had built itsalf up too height 
of abont fonr-feet, Thoro wore numorons soals 
.on tho ice, which made.a great noise, expecially. 
whon the vessol approached them. On two 
occasions the ship was brought to & standsti)l, 
it being all the engines conld do to forca s 
passage. Arrived off Chinwangtao barbour on 
‘the Ith and let go.the anchor, the ship being 
frozen in all arcund in about ten minutes, On, 
tho 15th started to force a passago towards the 
wharf, going abead and astern for a considerable 
time before an opening could be made. After 
our arrival at the wharf heavy suow came on, 
the ice having to ba hove wut by moans ot 
groppling irons, During our stay in Chin. 
wangtao there were from 30 to 40 degrees of 
frost, tho ships boing all frozen in, Loft Chin- 
wangtao on Fob. 1th and had to break through 
tho ice again, :
